"gu ilty,” and one Democrat, Gibson of 
M ontana, voted “not gu ilty."

w ise th e voting was in party lines. 
W h ile th e vote w as in progress Mr. 
Knox h ad asked to be excu sed from 
voting, saying th a t h e wou ld h ave an 
explanation to m ake at th e close of 
th e vote.
